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INDIANA AND PURE FOOD. 


It'is especially gratifying to learn that Indiana is 


regarded by the bureau of chemistry of the depart- 
ment of agriculture as the state that is taking the lead 
in the enforcement of a well-considered pure food 
law 
There is no question but that the Indiana de- 


partment of health has been making and is making a 
sincere attempt to better conditions for the consumer, 
md that infinite good has resulted from it. 


The spread of the pure food movement generally is 


also interesting. The bureau of which Dr. H. \V. 
Wiley is chief has just completed an inquiry to as- 
certain the scope of the pure food movement m this 
country. This inquiry shows that at present a senous 
attempt is made in forty-four states and territories _of 
the United ' States and in Hawaii, the Philippine 
islands and Porto Rico'to enforce more or less ex 
tensive regulations relating to the purity and whole 
someness of foods. 


' 
The growing interest in this matter,is illustrated 


by a comparison of these figures with those of 1905 
when only twenty-five states and territories m th 
United States and Hawaii and Porto Rico made any 
attempt to enforce food laws. 
' It is explained that these figures do not include the 
-states in which laws have been enacted without ap- 
propriations for their enforcement. 
There are only 


six states and territories now that have no local food 
laws with appropriations and machinery for their en- 
forcement, and of these two are territories and come 
within the provision of a federal food and drugs act 
of 1906. 
The three remaining states have recently 


enacted laws which, while they can not have a marked 
effect on the markets of the present time, show the 
sentiment of the people and give hope that appropria- 
tions will :soon be made. The funds appropriated by
